REMARKS 

This amendment and remarks are filed in response to the 
Final Office Action dated April 22, 2004 wherein claims 1-23, 
25, 26, 28 and 29 are rejected. 

Rejections under 35 USC §§ 112, First Paragrap h 

Examiner prior rejection of claims 25, 26 and 29 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is maintained because the 
specification, while being enabling for treating snoring, sleep 
apnea or sudden infant death syndrome, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for preventing snoring, sleep apnea or sudden 
infant death syndrome. 

Applicant disagree. However, to advance the examination, 
Applicants canceled claims 25, 26, and 29. Rejection is 
therefore , moot . 

Claims 6,8,10 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 6 and 8 recite "sodium hydrogen" which is indefinite 
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
